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GOOD RACING AT HARLEM. 



The track at Harlem is improving slowly. 
Beneath a dry and rough surface there is a lot 
of moisture. Another day of sunshine may put 
it in nearly first-class order. It is, however, 
quite likely that this afternoon horses drawing 
inside positions will be placed at disadvantages. 
There was a fair attendance and good racing. 

In the first race Panout displayed great speed 
and a lamentable lack of stamina. He lost the 
rest of the field in the run along the back 
stretch, came back a little on the turn, and 
stopped almost to a walk in the home stretch. 
Tenole caught him at the furlong pole. Gray 
thought he had the race won. So did the spec- 
tators. In front of the grand stand Martin 
brought up Little Singer under a drive. Gray 
was caught napping, and Little Singer beat the 
favorite home. 

Master Martin also rode the winner of the 
second race. Judge Wilcox. Nora Ives and ho 
showed the way for three furlongs. Then The 
Dragoon and Alice B moved up, and a drive be- 
tween four began. Nora Ives retired and the 
‘‘her three fought out the finish, Alice B get- 
ting second place. Caywood declared that Alice 
B would have woo easily had she not been green 
at the post. 

“She broke all right,” said the boy, “but 
wanted to trot aw^y. When I got her running, 
she closed a lot of ground. She is a good filly 
and can run around that kind.” 

Tit for Tat captured the third race by a brush 
through the stretch. The field ran in two 
divisions for half a mile. Neutral, Sangamon 
and Hi Daddy being the leaders. Coming into 
the stretch Neutral took command. Gray called 
on Tit for Tat after straightening out and she 
won easily. 

By carrying 92 pounds and running a mile in 
1 :46i Globe II. won the fourth race. It was a 
poor field. Swordsman made the winner extend 
himself at the finish. Inuendo, strongly played, 
gave up when the struggle began. 

Three-quarters of a mile in 1 :16 enabled Time- 
maker to handily win the fifth race, while The 
Manxman outfooted Boanerges— the favorite— 
for the place. Boanerges was lapped on Time- 
maker half way around the turn. Then he put 
his ears down and dropped to fourth, losing 
three open lengths. He hpgan running again in 
the stretch, but did not recover half what he 
had lost in a few strides. He is a bad horse to 
back. 

Wairen Point was many pounds the best horse 
in the last race. He started in the worst of the 
going, was always a contender and came away 
when Necedah made a move for the lead, 
rounding into the stretch. Necedah tired chas- 
ing him and was beaten out by Howitzer, who 
ran strongly the last quarter.

BANNOCKRURN’S GOOD WORK. 



Bannockburn will start for St. Louis this 
morning and land there tonight. He will run 
in the Derby at the Fair Grounds tomorrow. 
Lieutenant McGuigan gave him a Derby trial 
yesterday morning and the move was so satis- 
actory that the trip to St. Louis was promptly 
Pranged. With 108 pounds up and the 
stable boy Weaver in the saddle the 
colt worked a mile and a half in 2:40. 
Two horses were run at him in the first 
mile and a quarter, which was run in 2:124. 
After the second horse pulled up Bannockburn 
galloped another quarter in 274. Speaking of 
the work and prospective racing of the colt 
Lieutenant McGuigan said : “He broke at the 
seven-eighth post and pulled up at the three- 
eighths. He was tired when he pulled up, but 
cooled out so nicely that I made up my mind to 



ship him. The stake down there will be worth 
about $7,000 to the winner, the second wil 
gets $1,000, the third $500 and the fourth will 
save his stake. Now I don’t expect Bannock- 
burn to be so good as he will a week from next 
Saturdaj— if nothing goes wrong with him— 
but, with only 102 pounds to carry, he will be 
good enough to try for some part of that money. 
He will have to carry 122 pounds in the Ameri- 
can Derby and will need work to key him up 
for the task. There is no work equal to racing, 
so I am going to work him in what will probably 
be a hard race, bring him back and try to have 
him on edge when the gates open at Washing- 
ton Park. If be wins at St. Louis he will have to 
take up a penalty of five pounds in the Ameri- 
can Derby. I hope he will earn the penalty.” 
At Harlem in the afternoon Charley Thorpe 
was engaged to ride him. Thorpe had arrived 
from Whiting, la., in the morning, and weighed 
117 pounds with his clothes on. He promised to 
be able to do 102 Saturday afternoon. He will 
start for St. Louis tonight. 

Warrenton was worked a mile and a quarter 
early yesterday at Harlem. He had stake weight 
up and covered the distance in 2 :20. It was an 
excellent performance considering the condi- 
tion of the track and the fact that the colt went 
a long route. 

Jockey Clawson has gone east to ride Imp in 
the Suburban. He started on the Lake Shore 
limited at 5:30 last night and wall arrive in New 
York this evening at 6:30. He will start back 
Saturday night or Sunday morning and be here 
to ride Monday afternoon. 

W. H. Timmons has gone east. His horses 
have been transferred to the stable of John 
Delong. The conditions of the transfer have 
not been made public. Varying reports say the 
horses were purchased by Delong for from $2,000 
down to $1,000. Timmons priced the horses last 
week to J. E. Cushing at $2,000.
